Places Where the Poorer People Hav» 


to Use Substitutes. 


There are regions wherein the poor- 


er classes or peasantry cat little or no 
bread. 
BaUfd loaves of bread nre 


practically uukuowu iu many parts of 
southern 
Austria 
«nd 
Italy 
and 


throughout the agricultural districts of 
Hourmmia. 


3t is said that in the village of the 


Obersteierruai'k, not f:ir from Vienna, 
bread Is never seen, tho staple food 
being sterz. :i kind of porridge mudo 
from ground beech nuts, tnkeii at 
breakfast with fresh or curdled milk, 
at dinner with broth, or fried lard and 
•n-ltll milk again for supper. Tliis dlsb 
is also known as heideu and takes the 
place of bre:;d not only in (he Aus- 
trian district named, but In Girinthia 
and in many parts of the Tyrol. 


In northern Italy the peasants affect 


a substitute for bread called polenta, 
a porridge made ol' boiled grain. Po-

is not, 
however, 
sillowc.l

"granulate," like Scotch pm-ridso or 
like the Austrian sterz. but is boiled 
into .1 sollO pudding, which is cut up 
and portioned out with :i striui:.

All know that ordinary loo will float. 


This relative lightness of ice -with re- 
spect to water is due to expansion or 
the -water at the moment uC freezing- 
If ivaier Is frozen 
under Immense 


pressure it seems Hint this expansion 
is prevonfed and ice heavier than, wa- 
ter is produced. 


G. Tamman has prepared this modi- 


fication, Tvhich ho calls Ice III., -as 
follows: He compressed water to li.OUO 
kilograms (G,OM pounds) ami cooled 
it in solid carbon dioxide snow and 
finally iu liquid nir. Vuder Iliesv con- 
ditions a colorless, transparent. iee 13 
formed. 
It is unvli denser than ordi- 


nary ice and heavier than water; con- 
sequently it sinks -when placed iu wa- 
ter.

The latter class can hardly be called 
our competitors. • They.; had better.,be 
looked upon as our co-laborers, and'it 
can be no possible disadvantage to us 
to hav.e them fully informed .as. to the 
supply and the quality of our fruit;

The undersigned, your building- com 


mittee for the Wood County asylum 
beg- leave to report as follows: 


Un account of a delay made ueces 
sary by the calling of a special meeting 
of the county board last June for. th" 
purpose of raising additional fiincl 
for the erection of the asylum there 
was about three to four weeks delay ir 
getting started at the building. How 
ever, after the special meeting of thi 
county board the contracts for thi 
work were let.at.o.nce^and the erection 
of the buildiijg.Avas actually started o 
.Inly 5th. Previous.: to this lime th 
committee had sunk a well on the fan. 
to provide vv a tor and also cuuipteted al 
the excavation necessary, for the -base 
meut o£ the ±nain buUdiag; and the 
power plant.

some delays, occasioned by the con- 
tractor not being able to get some of 
his material as fast as he should have 
the jwork on 
tbe building1 has pro 


giessed very nicely, and at the present 
time the brick und.stone work on the 
building is completed, or will-be with- 
in two or three days, and we expect to 
hdve the building under thereof by 
December the 15th. •

We have had- plans made for a dis 


posal plant for the asylum :and we are 
putting this in-at the present time and 
along with thasanitary .sewer we-are 
putting in a storm sewer -.to 'carry ofl 
the storm water. The disposal plant 
and sanitary, sewer is being-put in ac- 
cording to plans and Specifications 
made by W.'G. KirchofEer, Civil En- 
gineer, of Madison, Wisconsin. The 
disposal plant with the storm and 
sanitary sewer will cost us when com- 
pleted, iu the neighborhood of 32000.00 


The improved land on the asylum 


farm was rented this year on shares, 
the county's share of this .-amounted to 
$342.24 after marketing the produce 
and this amount 'has. been • placed in 
the bank to the credit of the asylum 
fund.
